be noted, explicitly declares that a 
neutral is not bound to prohibit the 
exportation of contraband of war, 
is the necessity of a neutral power to 
do so in order to protect its own 
rights. The right and duty to deter- 
mine when 
this 
necessity 
exists 


rests with the neutral, not with the 
oelligerent. 
It is discretionary, not 


mandatory, if a neutral power does 
not avail itself of the right, a bel- 
ligerent is not privileged to complain, 
for in doing so it would be in the 
position of declaring to the neutral 
power what is necessary to protect 
that power's own rights.

but perceive that a complaint of this 
nature would invite just rebuke.

tion.

away. 
After you travel three rniles 


more, you \\ill probably find another 
guideboard to the el feet that that 
town is 12 miles away. 


Within the past year or two auto- 


mobile associations and highway de- 
partments have planted many road 
signs, giving routes and distances as 
well as warning motorists 
against 


dangerous places. 
By one of the 


perversities of human nature, these 
signs are often uprooted by vandals 
within a few weeks after they are 
erected. 
Boys use them as targets 


for stone throwing, and boys of old- 
er growth as marks for more deadly 
weapons. 


In towns street signs suffer sim- 


ilarly. Idle boys enjoy the 
repu- 


tation of 
outlawry 
and 
of 
good 


marksmanship acquired by planting 
a rock squarely on a more or less 
fragile metal sign. 


Nothing adds more to the comfort 


of a tra^ellor than clear markings 
of the highway. Nothing makes 
a 


town seem more convenient and up- 
to-date than the careful marking of 
corners with names of streets. 
The 


man or the boy who destroys or in- 
jures one of these signs is hurting 
the reputation of his home town for 
civic spirit.
